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THAW CASE GOES 
TO. JURY. BRIEF 


puAREE BY JUDGE 


Prisoner Confident That Verdict, 
Expected Before Night, Will 
Free Him. 


REAL DECISION BY JUDGE 


State’s Attorneys Expected to 
Take Appeal if Court Rules 
Against Them. 


NEW YORK, July 144.—The case of 


Harry K. Thaw, whose mental status 
has been up for determination in the 
Supreme Court byw a jury before Justice 
Hendrick, went to the jury at 2:53 p. m. 
today, after a brief charge by the Court. 
_A verdict is expected before night and 


Thaw is jubilant in the confidence that 
it will set him fres. 

As the jury is acting really in an ad- 
visory capacity, the real verdict will be 
rendered by Justice Hendrick. His de- 
cision may be rendered immediately aft- 
er receiving the jury's verdict or may 
be witbheld for deliberation. The Jus- 
tice has power to disregard any verdict 
the jury may render. 

It was reported today that if Justice 
Ffendrick held Thaw to be sane the State 
would at once take an appeal. Appli- 
cation would then be made in behalf of 
Thaw for bail pending decision of the 
higher courts. 

Thaw Always Insane, Says Lawyer. 

In summing up the case of the State, 
Deputy Attorney-General Frank Cook 
sketched the life of Thaw from the time 
of his birth until he was deported from 
Canada after his escape from Mattea- 
wan. 

“Thaw was insane during al! 
time,’’ Cook went on. “He was insane 
when he shot and killed Stanford White; 
there is no doubt of ‘hat. And the 
tame conditions prevail today. He 
claims that he is sane. When, I ask, 
did he recover his reason? Was it when 
he gave interviews with himself while 
in jail in Canada? Was it when he 
threw a tray of food on the floor there? 
Wes it when in a fit of anger, he 
hurled a beer bottle through a win- 
dow?”

Senators on the Bench, 

During the latter part of Cook’s ad- 
dress, United States Senators Ollie 
James of Kentucky and Hughes of New 
Jersey entered the courtroom and took 
seats on the bench with Justice Hen- 
drick, 

John B. Stanchfield, chief counsel for 
Thaw, in his summing up, declared that 
neither he nor the court was concerned 
with the previous actions of Thaw. He 


“The question is whether he is sane 
today. We are not interested in his 
past performances. I might say, how. 
ever, that I do not believe he ever was 
ingane.”’ 

Counsel-then took up the remark 
made on the stand yesterday by Dr. 
Austin Flint, chief alienist for the 
State, ‘‘that the unwritten law does not 
go here.” He said that legally Dr. 
Flint was right, but that in fact he was 
wrong. He related several cases, among 
them that of the late Gen. Sickles, in 
an attempt to show that aroused pas- 
sion, resulting in killing, had often been 
excused by juries. 

Why Thaw Killed White. 

Aroused passion and intense hatred of 
& man who had wronged the woman he 
loved, gaid Stanchfield, caused Thaw to 
kill Stanford White. 

Stanchfield pointed out to the jury 
that the McClure Commission, appoint- 
ed to test Thaw’s sanity at the time of 
his first trial for murder in 1907, had 
found that he was perfectly sane and 
mentally and physically fit to stand 
trial on the indictment against him. He 
also related the finding of the commis- 
‘gion appointed by the Federal courts to 
examine Thaw whén he was in New 
Hampshire, subsequent to his deporta- 
tion from Canada. 


Thaw Home in Pittsburg Ready for 
Harry’s Reception. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July N.—The house- 
keeper’ at the residence of Mrs. Marv 
Copley Thaw said today that the house 
had been carefully prepared for the re- 
ception of Harry K. Thaw, and it was 
expected that if he should be released 
by Justice Hendrix in New York today 
he and his mother would arrive here 
tomorrow.

The blame for 
oppressive weath- 
er since Sunday 
morning must be 
attributed to hu- 
midity and not to 
temperature. The 
highest tempera- 
ture in St. Louis 
so far this year 
has been 92 de- 
grees. Last year 
at this time it was 
about the century 
mark. The maxi- 
mum temperature 
Monday was 
yesterday 88. 

But the humidi- 

ty since Sunday 
morning has been 
what Forecaster 
Hayes regards as 
exceptionally high 
and oppressive for 
clear days. At 7 o’clock this morning 
it was 94 per cent. At 7 a. m. yester- 
day it was 87 per cent and at 7 p. m. 
it was 75 per cent. 
Forecaster Hayes thinks that when 
the humidity is above §% per cent on 
a clear day it is likely to cause an 
oppressive atmosphere. The maximum 
humidity is 100 per cent. 

Humidity is the range.in moisture in 
the atmosphere between 0 per cent, 
which is absolutely dryness (a condi- 
tion that rarely evér prevails outside 
of a laboratory), up to 100 per cent, 
which is complete saturation, or a con- 
dition that prevails in a fog. 

The maximum humidity is attained 
shortly after sunrise. It falls until 
late in the afternoon, and then rises 
slowly through the night. 

Official forecast for St. Louis and 
vicinity: Unsettled weather tonight 
and tomorrow, with showerg and 
thunderstorms; not much change in 
temperature. 


BOSTON'’S POPULATION IS PUT 
AT 725,823 IN STATE CENSUS 


Represents Increase of 55,238 Since 
1910, When St. Louis Led That 
City by 16,444. 

BOSTON, July 14.—The population of 
Massachusetts as shown by the census 
taken this year is 3,646,768, according to 
preliminary figures issued today by 
Charlies F. Gettemy, Director of the 
State Bureau of Statistics. This is an 
increase of 8.3 per cent in the last five 
years, as compared with an increase of 
12.1 per cent in the prévious five-year 

period. 

According to Director Gettemy, ‘the 
lessening in the rate ef increase is dus 
largely to the falling off in immigra- 
tion. 

The population of Boston is given as 
725,823, au increase of 55,238. 


The 1910 national census gave the pop- 
ulation of St. Louis as 687,029, and that 
of Boston as 670,58. This showed a 
slight increase in this city’s lead, over 
the 1900 census, when Boston was less 
than 16,000 behind St. Louis. 

No reliable figures as to the present 
population of St. Louis, for comparison 
with the Boston figures, are available. 
The 1915 city directory, which was is- 
sued in May, contained fewer names 
than the 1914 volume, but this was ex- 
plained in pat by the closing of certain 
industrial plants, many of whose em- 
ployes live outside the city limits, but, 
so long as they are employed in the city 
are listed in the directory.

BERLIN REPORTS VICTORY

PARIS, July 14.—The German Crown

checked in the Argonne Forest, where 
it recently began an offensive and bent 
the French line in several places.

“In the Argonne the army of the Ger 
man Crown Prince has resumed the 
offensive from the road between Binar- 
ville and Vienne le Chateau, as far as 
the region of Haute Chavauchee, and 
has suffered a new check. After a very 
violent bombardment and a barrier fire 
with asphyxiating shells, the enemy at- 
tacked with heavy forces five differ- 
ent regiments of the Sixteenth Corps, 
having already been identified. At cer- 
tain points where our line had momen- 
tarily been bent energetic counter at- 
tacks by us stopped the progress of 
the enemy and compelled his retire- 
ment.” 


Germans Say They Took 2500 Pris- 
oners in Argonne. 


BERLIN, via London, July 14.—The 
German official statement issued today 


captured French positicns in the forest 
of the Argonne for a width of three 
kilometers (1.8 miles) and for a depth of 
one kilometer, and that they also 
stormed Hill 28. The Germans claim 
they made 2581 prisoners, to have taken 
two field cannon and to have rendered 
eight cannon uSs-¢iess 

The statement says: 

‘‘Fresh hand-grenade attacks near the 
sugar refinery at Souchez were repulsed 
during the night. 

‘In the Argonnes, a German attack 
resulted in complete success northeast 
of Vienne-le-Chateau. Our troops took 
by storm the enemy positions in the hills 
extending over a width of three kiln- 
meters @nd a depth of one kilometer 
Hill No. 28, La Fille Morte, is in our 
possession. Two thousand five hundred 
and eighty-one uninjured prisoners, in- 
cluding 51 officers, fell into our hands. 
In addition, 30 wounded were taken un- 
der our care. Two field cannon, two 
revolver cannon, six machine guns an‘ 
a large cuantity of tools were captured. 
Our troops advanced as far as the posi- 
tions of the French artillery and ren- 
dered eight cannon useless. These are 
now standing between the French and 
German lines.

Mrs. Porter on Witness Stand 
Directly Accuses Scrivner of 
Part in Murder.

BEDFORD, lIo., July 14.—Sam An- 
derson, a grizzled old farmer, was 
the first witness in today’s session 
of the preliminary hearing in the 


“dime novel’ murder case in which 
four aged men are charged with ob- 
taining and burying $90,000 after 
two murders 39 years ago. Anderson 
told the story of a lifelong hunt for 
the buried tregsure. It abounded with 
explanations 6f the mysterious dig- 
ging for gold throughout many 
years by several men here and which 
Operation had kept the curiosity ol 
10st of the citizens of Taylor County 
on, edge since childhood. 
Mrs. Forter Accuses Scrivter. 

Just after Anderson was called to the 
stand his testimony was interrupted by 
the defense recalling mrs. Maria LCol- 
lins Porter for further cross-examina- 
tion. During this the _mass of spec- 
tators witnessed a scene that drew 
from them many exclamations. Mrs. 
Porter was asked if in her story ot 
seeing a group of men carrying a dead 
body in a quilt, all the words she pro- 
fressed to hdve heard were uttered by 
men now dead. She replied: 

‘‘No; I will tell you what was said by 
one of the men who is right here and 
alive. You, I mean, Sam Scrivner,’ she 
continued, looking directly into the eyes 
of one of the defendants who was seat-! 
ed within one foot of the witness chair. 

“Look at me, Sam,” she said loudly, 
placing her face within about two inches 
of his. ‘“‘Look at me and say if I speak 
true. [I heard you say on that night: 
‘Let’s divide the money right now.’ | 
heard.you, say that, and you know Dr. 
HufitSiian said to you: “N6*: Tet’s wait 
till a better time.’’ 

Scrivner drew back his chair and his 
right arm, which was across the news- 
paper men’s table, trembled so that the 
table shook. 

At another time, when Mrs. Porter 
was asked if she did not think it safe 
to lie against the dead, she exclaimed: 
“T will never lie about anyone. You 
can search the district where I live and 
you will never find a liar there. One 
wouldn’t be let live there,’’ 

She said that while she knew 
James boys and had been to dances 
with members of their gang, she had 
never read or had-read to her any story 
of their exploits. 

“The Bible was the only reading in 
cur house,”’ she added. 

ee ee Letters Received. 

Ww. . Bulman, special prosecutor, re- 
ceiv oa a letter postmarked Kansas City 
this morning and signed with the in- 
itial “E,’’ in which the writer said that 
a second cousin named Collins or 
Smith had disappeared from Kansas 
City about 1875 after selling considerable 
real estate and stating that he was 
going to buy land in Iowa. Bulmarnr 
sent a personal for insertion in a Kan- 
sas City paper asking that the writer 
reveal his identity and adding, ‘We 
have knowledge a man: named Collins 
was killed in the cabin before the mur- 
der we are now investigating, also a 
man named Harmon, as well as a man 
named Hendrick.

He said:

One day shortly after we had taken 
possession of the farm old Dr. Hunts- 
man and his brother, Bates, the defend- 
ant here, came to the farm and talked 
with me. They said that bad luck al- 
ways came to the owner of the farm 
and told me to advise my father-in-law 
to leave. They said the ground was 
poor and that there would be no use 
trying to raise @ crop of any kind. 
After that they came to me and my 
father-in-law and told us that the Co.. 
lins log house, in which my wife and 1 
were living, was haunted. Dr. Hunts- 
man told me ghosts in the house had 
frighténed two men to death.”

GIRL TELLS HOW 


AUTO SHE DROVE 
KILLED A MAR 


Miss Theodora Thacher Not Sure 
She Sounded Alarm Befote 
Charles W. Bright Was Hit. 


BODY DRAGGED 60 FEET 


Woman Who Was With Bright 
Explains How They Were Con- 
fused by Two Automobiles. 


Miss Theodora Thacher, 23 years old, 
5185 Lindell boulevard, a Weshington 
University senior, who was driving a 
heavy touring car that iast night killed 
Charles,W. Bright, 5255 Von Versen ave- 
nue, secretary of the company which 
publishes the St. Louis Lumberman, 
#ave to a Post-Dispatch reporter this 
morning her version of how the acci- 
dent happened. She was in the auto 
with Thurston Farrar, a teller at the 
National Bank of Commerce. 

Bright and Mrs. Maude Reamer, 5111 
Waterman avenue, were crossing Wash- 
ington avenue on the west side of 
King’s highway at 8:30 o'clock 
from the south to the north, when 
Miss Thacher’s car, turning from 
south on. King’s highway to west 
% Washington,” ran them down. 
Mrs. Reamer leaped to safety, but 
Bright was hit and dragged nearly 60 
feet. He died two hocrs later at the 
Jewish Hospital. 

’ Driving on “High.” 

“TI was driving as slowly as I could on 
‘high,’ ’’ Miss Thacher said. (This would 
be four or five miles an hour.) ““We had 
turned west off King’s highway into 
Washington when I first saw these peo- 
ple. They were a third of the way across 
Washington I turned to the right to 
avoid them. They stepped back. Then I 
turned to the left. The man hesitated 
and dodged and then my machine struck 
him. 

‘“T am not certain whether I sounded 
en alarm, but I always do it at corners 
as a matter of habit. If I did not, it 
was because I felt sure they had seen 
me. There was another car ahead cf 
us.”’ 

Miss Thacher expressed her deep dis- 
tress over the accident. Her mother 
said she regarded the : 
éareful driver in thé househoid—as more 
careful than her brother, Worcester, or 
the family’s chauffeur. Miss Thacher’s 
father is in Denver. 

Mrs. Reamer, who als» had been weep- 
ing and who said she hadn't slept all 
right, declared that borh Miss Thacher sz 
machine and one just ahead of it were 
going at a “‘tremendou? speed.”’ 

“The first car shot fy us,” she said, 
“as we stepped back. Neither of us 
saw ths other, which was turning the 
corner, until it was upcn us. I searce- 
lv had time to cry a Warning. I don't 
know how I escaped.’’ 

Autoists at the scene of the accident 
commented on the fact that Miss Thaca- 
er’s car had gone more than 100 feet 
after it struck Bright before it was 
stopped. They said that a machine un- 
der proper control at a speed of eight or 
ten miles an hour could be stopped in 
twice its length. 

Although Bright was struck at the, 
curb line in front of Temple Israel, Mrs 
Katie Miller, sister of Mrs. Reamer, and 
her escort, Spencer Morton of the Del- 
way Hotel, who were close behini 
Bright and his companion, declare he 
was picked up at a point half way to the 
rear Of Temple Israel. Mrs. Miller said 
also that the Thacher auto did not stop 
until it had reached the rear of the tem- 
ple, a distance of 119 feet from the curb 
line. 

Farrar told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Miss Thacher’s machine was not 
going much faster than one could walk. 
He said Bright and Mrs. Reamer were 
about »ne and one-half lengths in front 
of the car when he first saw them ani 
that Bright became confused and dodge 
in front of it. 

Gives an $800 Bond. 

Bright was taken to the hospital in 
another car. Miss Thacher followed this 
machine, taking with her Mrs. Katie 
Miller and Morton. After remaining at 
the hospital an hour, Miss Thacher and 
ner mother went to Page Boulevard Po- 
lice Station, where they waited in tbe 
Captain's office until after 11 o’clack, 
when Judge Clark had been found an. 
had approved an $800 common-law bond. 
requring the young woman to appear at 
any time and answer any  charze 
brought against her. 

A Coroner’s inquest will be held to- 
morrow. 

Miss Thacher is a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur C. Thacher. Her father 15 
a mining engineer. She made her social! 
debut three years ago. 


Second Pedestrian Killed by 
Thacher Machine. 

Thig is the second time that Thach- 
er’s automobile has run down and killed 
a pedestrain. On July 2 the Thacher 
car,, driven by rge Fair, a negro 
chauffeur, ran down Burton Burgess, 8 
years old, at Page boulevard and Wal- 
ton avenue. Phe boy died two hours 
later on an operating table. 

Fair's only passenger in the car was 
Arthur W. Thacher Jr., then 14 years 
old. The Thacher machine was speeded 
away fromthe scene, and the machine 
later was traced by its license number. 
Fair was arrested at the Thacher home 
on a charge of manslaughter and felont- 
ous flight. He pleaded guilty to the 
manslaughter charge and was sentenced 
to a year in the workhotse. The feloni- 
ous flight charge was dropped.

While it will be his decision that will 
finally determine the course of the Unit- 
ed States, he is anxious to move delib- 
erately in order that there be no possi- 
bility of mistake. 

President Wilson, after a game of golf, 
began his third day’s consideration of 
the German situation today. He planned 
to take an automobile ride with mem- 
bers of his family in the afternoon. 

The President spent several hours in 
his study yesterday reading again the 
German note. During the day he was in 
communication with Secretary Lansing. 
The members of the Cabinet already 
have a good idea of what the Presi- 
dent’s general thoughts are and there- 
fore the memorandum being prepared 
by Secretary Lansing is expected to fit 
in with the President’s own plans. 

It is vaid here the President is acute- 
ly conscious- of the possibilities in the 
situation. One of the difficulties which 
some of his advisers believe has kept 
Germany from acquiescing more with 
the position of the United States has 
been the impression apparently current 
in Berlin that the United States is not 
earnest. While nothing could be ob- 
tained from the President for publice- 
tion, it is indicated here that he real- 
izes wita gravity the duties of the Unit- 
ed States to protect its rights. 

The President has been receiving tele- 
grams from various individuals and or- 
ganizations in different parts of the 
country. Although the tone of the mes- 
sages vnried, it was said that generally 
the senders urged the President to stand 
by the position already assumed by the 
United States for ‘freedom of the seas.” 


Champ Clark Places “Abiding Faith’’

DOUBT U. 5. PRESS 
DISLIKES REPLY 


They Are Skeptical in Attitude 
Towards Reports of Comment 
They Have Received. 


The following cablegram from Ber- 
lin, quoting newspapers that discuss 
the feeling in the United States over 
Germany’s reply to the American re- 
joinder on the sinking of the Lust- 
tania, shows that the newspapers in 
the German capital do not under- 
stand that the newspapers of the 


United States are virtually united in; 


unfavorable attitude on the 
with here and there a 
notable exception. The Berlin com- 
ment shows that the newspapers 
there believe the unfavorable opinion 
in America is confined to newspapers 
which are called anti-German. 

BERLIN, via London, July 14.—The 
conflicting reports of the reception of 
Germany’s note to the United States 
Government concerning Germany’s sub- 
marine warfare still keep a majority 
of the ufternoon newspapers from com- 
menting upen it. Exceptions to the rule 
are the Kreuz Zeitung, the Tages Zei- 
tung and the Boersen Zeitung, which 
express the belief that British and 
agencies have purposely 
selected unfavorable <cditorial expres- 
sions from the American newspapers for 
the sake of the effect they will have in 
Great Britain and France. 

The Kreuz Zeitung says: ‘‘Regarding 
the reception of the German note ‘n 
America several additional reports from 
British sources are now at hand. Reu- 
ter’s Telegram Co. presents about a 
dozen short sentences from as many 
American papers. Were these really ap- 
proximately a faithful picture of the 
thought of the American press as a 
unit, we should have to discard every 
hope of a possibility of an understand- 
ing. The conception of a great majority 
of the German people is that we showed 
in our note an earnest cesire to meet, 
as far as possible justified, American 
interests.”’ 

The Kreuz Zeitung then reproduces 
the editorials quoted by Reuter, but 
draws consolation from the admission 
of the London Times that there is lit- 
tle indication that a crisis exists and 
that there is no talk of war. The news- 
paper reviews again the alleged advan- 
tages offered by the note, which if 
thinks will be accepted even if the 
proposals have to be altered slightly. 

Discredita Report of Indignation. 

“It is not surprising,’ says the Boer- 
sen Zeitung, ‘“‘that London and Paris, 
which had great hopes of Washington 
entering the conflict, are not satisfied 
with the answer and disappointed that 
Gremany refused to comply with the 
American demands. We cannot believe 
that the clear proposals of our Gov- 
ernment can have failed to make an im- 
pression, therefore we await calmly the 
American answer. We will not allow 
Reuter to lead us astray or believe by 
the press quotations that a storm of 
indignation at ‘German barbarism’ is 
sweeping through America.” 

The Boersen Zeitung adds that the 
newspapers quoted are all known to be 
intensely anti-German.

OF A LUMBER JACK 


Will Not Permit Them to 
See Defects, Says Correspondent—Minds 
Not om Seriousness of Task. 


Canadian Crew Reduced to Lieu- 
tenant and Private in Trench 
Fight Near La Brassee. 


OTTAWA, Ont., July Is. — individual 
etploits of heroism and gallantry, araong 
members of the first Cntario battalion, 
which, as previously reported, was all 
but wiped out in the action of June 16 
last near La Bassee, in. Northern France, 
are related in an official eyewitness ac- 
c,unt by Sir Max Aitken, the Canadian 
record officer at the front, cabled from 
Iondon and given out here. The bat- 
talion lost in killed and wounded nearlly 
5 men, including 2 officers. 

The battalion suffened its greatest 
lorses in its attempt to take a fortificd 
German trench, known as Stony Moun- 
tain, says the account. The fight fol- 
lewed the battle of ‘‘The Orchard”’ up to 
which time the losses were very heavy. 
“Out of 23 officers wno went into the 
action at Stony Mountain,” Sir Max 
says, “only thtee missed death or 
wounds: they are Col. Hill and Lieuts. 
S. A. Creighton and T. O. Sims.’”’ 

Met Withering Fire. 

In their attempt to take ‘‘Stony Moun- 
tain,”’ the account continues, the Cana- 
dians met a withering fire from this 
strongly fortified German line. While 
attempting to hold a line before ‘Stony 
Mountain,’’ the Canadians run out of 
hombs and volnnteers were sent to the 
rear to bring up more bombs and re- 
inforcements from .the third battalion. 

“The loss of virtually all our officers 
hampered the fight,’ says the account. 
“The volunteers who were bringing for- 
ward the supplies of bombs were nearly 
all killed and the supply died out with 
them. The British division had been 
unable to advance on the left, owing to 
the strength of the fortified position 
a’. ‘Stony Mountain’ and the German 
line north of that fort. 

“The enemy meanwhile had been ac- 
cumulating strong forces and finally the 
remnant of the battalion was forced 
to evacuate all the ground tHat had 
been gained. The withdrawal was con- 
ducted through a hail of bullets and 
cost us heavily.”’ 

Ordered to Seize Trench. 

At the outset of this fighting, the rec- 
ord officer says, the first Canadian On- 
tario regiment or battalion command- 
ed by Lieutenant-Colonel Hill was de- 
tailed to secure the right flank of the 
British division by seizing two lines of 
German trenches between ‘“‘Stony Moun- 
tain’’ and another fortified place known 
as ‘‘Dorchester,’’ about 150 yards to the 
south. 

After preliminary attacks by two 18- 
pounders for the purpose of clearing 
the foreground of wire entanglements 
and machine guns, and the exploding of 
a few mines; the order came to the 
first Ontario battalion to charge. 

Sir Max says the Canadians secured 
the first German trench, but those who 
stormed “Stony Mountain’’ under com- 
mand of Lieut. C. A. James were 
stopped by a withering fire. Lieut. 
James was killed. Lieut. G. H. Gordon, 
who led a bomb party toward “Stony 
Mountain,’”’ was killed, with most of his 
men. Capt. G. L. Wilkinson’s company 
took their places and succeeded in 
reaching the second line trench, where 
most of them were killed by the fire 
from ‘‘Stony Mountain” itself. The third 
company, under Lieut. T. C. Sims, fol- 
lowed, but suffered such terrible losses 
that a company under Capt. Delamere, 
the fourth sent out, now went forward. 

Only Two Men Left. 

“The machine gun crew which reached 
the trench,” the account adds, ‘‘was re- 
duced te Lieut. Campbell and Private 
Vincent, a lumberjack from Bracebrid€e, 
Ont., the machine gun and the tripod. 
In default of a base, Lieut. Campbell set 
up the machine gun on the broad back 
of Private Vincent and fired continuous- 
ly. Afterwards, during the retreat, Ger- 
man bombers entered the trench and 
Lieut. Campbell fell, wounded. Private 
Vincent then cut away the cartridge belt 
and, abandoning the tripod, dragged the 
gun away to safety, because it was too 
hot to handle.’’ 

Sir Max here relates other inStances 
of gallantry, records the killing by a 
shell of Lieut. P. W. Pick and Capt. 
F. W. Robinson as they were leading in- 
dividual companies of men. Havinz 
moved north of ‘‘Dorchester,.’’ and io 
the second line trench of the enemy be- 
fore ‘Stony Mountain,’’ Sir Max says 
that the efforts of the battalion were 
now confined to erecting barricades anil 
to holding the ground gained.

ml most of the time since the war began I have been in France, 
where the work of the English army is accurately understood and 
In England it has been not unnaturally exaggerated and 
I expected to find everyone at home overestimating the importance of the 
British expeditionary force in the western theater of war. 


fairly judged. 


I have found mary, it is true, who 
have swallowed the English estimate, 
but I have been surprised by the 
number of Americans who hold quite 
the opposite point of view. I have 
been c nstantly plied wit questions 
such as these, “What's the matter 
with the English army?” “Didn't the 
English really make a failure of the 
attack at Nueve Chappelle?” “Haven't 


the French had to back up the En, 


glish constantly to keep the Ger- 
mans from breaking through?” 
British Blind to Defects. 

The chief trouble with the English 
army is its “Britishness.” it knows 
its virtues and thinks there are no 
defects. With usual English super- 
iority it refuses to consider the pos- 
sibility of anything being wrong 
with it. Of course this is merely the 
point of view of English teward all 
things English, an attitude which 
makes Frenchmen and Ajimericans 
gasp in exasperation. Ordinarily it is 
simply amusing and we joke about it, 
but in military affairs it is fatal to 
be blind to the defects. 

There is only one thing more eX- 
asperating than the perfect English- 
man, and that is the perfect Prussian. 
Both have received in this war se- 
vere jolts in their good opinions of 
themselves, but it has not shaken 
them out of their complacency. The 
Bavarians have fought better than 
the Prussians, and the Frenchmen 
have proved themselves better sol- 
diers than their English allies, but 
neither the Prussians nor the Ene 
gSlishmen are aware that they have 
been outclassed. 


A short time before I left France 


I was taken on an official tour with | 
some other correspondents to see the | 


Tenth French army, commanded by 
Gen. de Maud-Huy. This is the army 
which has taken Notre Dame de 
Lorette, Vermelles, Carency, Souches 
and the Labyrinth. It has been in 
the news constantly for weeks and 
all France is talking about its ex. 
ploits. When I was there the army 
already was beginning to  distin- 
guish itself and had the unique rec. 
ord of not having lost a single trench 
during the winter's campaign. Just 
to the north stretched the English 
army, which had not particularly 
distinguished itself at trench war- 
fare. 

At a town in the rear, through which 
the lines of communication of both 
armies passed, I encountered a likeable 
young English army officer whom I 
had met earlier in the war. He wanted 
to know where I was going and I named, 
among other places, Arras. 

“That's good,’ he said. ‘You'll see 
something then. We're there.” 

We did see something. We saw with 
respect the fighting qualities of an army 
made up chiefly of French territorials 
and older reservists, but we did not see 
any English soldiers in Arras, because 
there were none there. Nor had any 
been there. The cheerful egotism of the 
young officer was not even backed up 
by the knowledge of the extent of the 
English army. 

French Are Better Informed. 

You would never find anyone making 
such a mistake in the French army. Il 
asked a number of French privates 
where their army ended and the En- 
glish army began, and they all told me 
accurately. 


One of the commonest boasts of En- 
glishmen is that their army has had a 
great moral effect upon the French 
army. I have never been able to under- 
stand how they can come to such a 
conclusion when fully three-fourths of 
the French army has not even seen an 
English soldier. 

The lack of military knowledge on 
the part of English army officers 
fairly appalls the French. For the 
French are taking this war with a 
deadly seriousness which allows no 
other thought. When two French 
officers get together they talk only 
about war, about the advisibility of 
this or that movement. Their minds 
are always on military problems. 
But w.en English officers meet they 
prefer to talk about something else. 
To use their own phrase, they are 
“fed up’ on war. 

During the early part of the war 
Tt saw a good deal of certsin famous 
English cavalry regiments which had 
just been through a series of costly 
tactical errors. You would have ex- 
pected they would at lecst have some- 
thing to say about how it might have 
been properly done, but their con- 
stant topic of conversation during 
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moments of relaxation was fox hunt- 
ing. 

To get down to particulars, the 
most glaring fault in the English 
army is the lack of knowledge of 
the science of war. It has, of course, 
many able officers, Lord Kitchener 
is a splendid organizer, and won the 
lasting regpect of the French Gen- 
eral Staff by the way he kept his 


small army supplied in the retreat 
to the Marne and the return ‘to the 
Aisne. 

Mistakes of Gen. French, 

Gen. French proved himself in South 
Africa to be one of the great cavalry 
commanders of all time. But one need 
only read Gen. French's published re- 
ports to see that he has not always 
grasped the larger aspects of some of 
the movements in which he has taken 
part. He did not seem to realize that 
the retreat to the Marne was a retreat 
with a purpose. Although he helped pre- 
pare the ground for the battle of the 
Marne, if one had only his reports to 
go by one would never know that the 
battle was won when Gen. Foch cut to 
pieces the army of Von Buelow. His 
reports lack proportion. 

The French people know what kind of 
reports the British expeditionary force 
has made, and they sometimes feel the 
English are assuming an absurd amount 
of credit to themselves, but they have 
the common sense to see that it is not 
tntentional. 

English and French View, 

There is a story current in England, 
and I presume in the United States, 
that Lord Kitchener, after the re- 
treat from Mons, went to France to 


make a vigorous protest because his 
army had not been sufficiently sup- 
ported. He did nothing of the kind, 
of course, but the story expressed 
public sentiment in England. 

At the same time there was a story 
current among civillans in France 
that Kitchener had come over to 
apologize to Gen. Joffre because his 
army was too far south and not ready 
to attack at the moment when Von 
Kluck was in an exposed condition 
and might have been annihilated on 
the Marne. This was the French 
view, but one does not hear so much 
about it. The English story crops up 
more regularly. 

A fine type of English cavairy com- 
mander, a man of brains and wunder- 
standing, broke out in a tirade one day 
against one of -his division Generals. 
He told me how this General had use- 
lessly hurled his men on barbed wire 
entanglements at Mons, how he had 
left a battery in an exposed position 
to go to a heroic, but unnecessary 
end, how he had failed to throw his 
division forward at the right moment 
on the Marne, and how he had nearly 
lost it entirely on the Aisne. He had 
just committed some minor foolish- 
ness, losing a company, a friend of 
the commander's being killed, and that 
accounted for his outburst. 

General Kept Command, 

That General kept hiscommand un- 
til the battle of Neuve Chapelle where 
he was guilty of the eighth serious 
folly. He had cost thelives of thou- 
sends of men, weakening the army, 
and all but wiped out the brigades 
under his command. If he had been 
in the French army his one mistake 
at Mons would have been enough. 


I know of one occasion when 3600 men 
led by their Colonel left their trenches 

nd, failing to rout out the enemy, 
struggled through the barbed wire en- 
trnglements until] every one had fallen. 
The French officer who saw the charge 
said: “It was the most magnificent act 
of courage I have ever seen, and the 
most useless. If there had been a re- 
serve regiment to take advantage of 
their sacrifice and seize the trench after 
they had fallen, there might have been 
some value to the sacrifice. ~ They only 
weakened their army by 360 men.”’ 

The French army is no less capable 
of heroi¢ sacrifices; it performs them 
every day. But it does not make them 
unless there is something to be gained, 
and it often seems a& if the English 
soldiers fight with a blind courage. and 
attack not so often for tactical advan- 
toge as for the satisfaction of some 
inner need. It is as if their English 
sense of superiority revolts periodically 
and drives them into headlong attacks 
just to show they will not be content to 
sit patiently in a trench. 

The Canadians have forced reapect by 
their prowess, but such is the insularity 
of the British that they have not yet 
Leen accepted on an eqhality. I was 
surprised to find that even Gen. French. 
who knows their pluck better than any- 
cne, could not bring himself to con- 
gratulate them in a _ straightforward, 
hearty way. He said they had proved 
themselves worthy; they had lived up 
to the best traditions of the English 
army. Tardy praise and not very gra- 
cious.

The packers complained that despite 
assurances of expedition of thelr cases 
before tiv British prize court, not one of 
their cargoes had been released so far.

CHICAGO, July l4.—An astonishing 
story is told in a letter to a friend frém 
Sidney Walker Jr. of Chicago, who 
joined a Red Cross unit which embarked 
four months ago and now is in France, 
The letter says: 

“This is a story which I believe wae 
not allowed ‘to get out. About June @ 
a secret order went out to every army 
and navy officer in London not to ride 
in any taxicabs or other automobile the 
next day. 

“On the following day 3000 plain-clothes 
men went out from Scotland Yard «ll 
over London. They had orders to arrest 
every man in an officer's uniform found 
in an automobile. They found 53 of them 
and arrested them at once. 

“Each of the arrested men—except 
three who were found to have fust come 
over from Ireland to join their regiments 
that day--was taken as a spy. All were 
shot at once without trial. Not having 
any real connection with the War Of- 
fice, of course, and therefore not receiv- 
ing the order against taxis, they exposed 
themselves at once.”’

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FRIEND SAYS BRYAN 


NO LONGER HOPES 
T0 BE PRESIDENT 


Gave Up Idea Before He Left 
Cabinet, Declares Officer 
of Navy League. 


MIGHT RUN FOR SENATE 


Maj. J. J. Dickinson Expects 
Commoner to Ask Democrats 
to Back Prohibition. 


Williain J. Bryan has given up the 


idea of being President, and had given it 
up before he retired from President Wil- 
son's Cabinet, according to Maj. J. J. 
Dickinsen of Washington. who is in St. 


Louis this week as field secretary of 
the Navy League of America. 

Maj. Dickinson was associated with th? 
State Department for most of the Bryan 
regime as Secretary of State. He was a 
special representative of the Government 
in the foreign relations connected with 
the Parrema-Pacific Exposition, and he 
performed a mission in Europe for the 
State Department. He has been persor- 
ally acquainted with Bryan for years, 
and has talked with him at different 
times of his political fortunes. 

He toli a Post-Dispatch reporter, at 
the Jefferson Hotel this morning, that 
he was convinced, and that Bryan's as- 
sociates in Washington generally were 
convinced, that Bryan did not expect io 
hold an: office in future, unless an op- 
portunity to enter the Senate might 
come. Such an apportunity, his friends 
believe, Bryan would welcome. 

Will Work for Prohibition. 

.). Dickinson believes that Bryan in- 
tends to become active in the prahibi- 
tion movement, and that he will try 
to have a plank placed in the national! 
Democratic platform next year, favor- 
ing nation-wide elimination of the liquor 
business. He does not think Bryan in- 
tends to head another party, however, 
or to take part in any movement op- 
posed to the re-election of President 
Wilson. On the contrary, he predicts 
that Bryan will remain in the Demo- 
cratic party and will support Wilson. 

“Before the Baltimore. convention,” 
said Maj. Dickinson, ‘‘Senator Ollie 
James of Kentucky called on Mr. Bry- 
an, and told him the Democrats of Ken- 
tucky were for Bryan for the nomina- 
tion, but that they wished to know 
whether he was a receptive candidate 
or not. Bryan’s reply was that he was 
not going to run for President again. 
*The Hquor men are against me,’ he ex- 
plained, ‘and they will be strong enough 
to beat me.’ 

“I heard about this conversation, 
and was inclined to disbelieve it. In 
talking with Mr. Bryan about it, some 
time after the election, I asked him 
about it, and he said it was true. 

+», Qme-Term Plank Unimpertant. 

“I then mentioned the one-term 
plank which Mr. Bryan was instru- 
mental in placing in the platform, 
and the possible bearing of this plank 
On Mr. Wilson's prospect for a sec- 
ond term. Somewhat to my surprise, 
Mr. Bryan replied in a manner indi- 
cating that he did not attach great 
weight to the one-term plank. 

“He said in substance, that if Pres- 
ident Wilson had a successful] admin- 
istration, and if the people demanded 
his re-election, the one-term plank 
would not be permitted to stand in 
the way. If the Wilson administra- 
tion should not be a success, he said, 
no Democrat could be elected in 1916, 
and for him (Mr. Bryan) to run then 
would be a useless sacrifice. 

“In the last two years, Mr. Bryan was 
increasingly impressed with the spread 
of the prohibition movement, and he 
spoke of it frequently. He told me, 2 
year or so ago, that the Democratic 
party would have to put nation-wide 
prohibition inte its platform in 1929. 
Two months ago, speaking to me and 
others in his office of the same matter, 
he said he had been underestimating 
the growth of the movement, and that it 
might be a dominant issue in 1916. 


Still Politically Strong. 


“It could not be expected that, in 
future, Mr. Bryan would consider any 
other office than the presidency or a 
senatorship. I believe the presidency 
has passed out of his plans, but I know 
that he would accept a seat in the Sen- 
ate, though I do not know how mucn 
ef an effort he would make to get it 
or what the local conditions in Nebraska 
are." 

Maj. Dickinson ridiculed the idea that 
Bryan, ty his resignation as Secretary 
of State. had destroyed his _ politica! 
strength. He said the same thing had 
been said whenever Bryan had taken 
any important step in the past, and that 
Bryan had survived several political 
obituaries.

times to get him to leave the farm, 
finally told him about the buried treas- 
ure. 

How They Explained Treasure. 
“They told me,’ he testified, “that 
they and some other men had sold two 


several years before and had come into 
lowa with $90,000 in cash to buy land 
upon which to raise cattle. When they 
reached Iowa they became afraid, they 
said, of reports they heard about bandit 
gangs, and decided to bury the money 
until ready to use it.”’ 

Andérson testified that the Hunstmans 
told him that the man to whom the 
treasure was intrusted had buried it 
upon the Collins farm, but had died 
suddenly before he could reveal the ex- 
act hiding place. Anderson said he was 
asked to help look for the treasure and 
to permit the Huntsmans to dig for it. 

“What do I get out of it,’’ Anderson 
testified that he asked.” ‘“‘One dollar 
out of every four we find,’’ replied Dr. 
Huntsman, according to the witness. 
Anderson's story continued that he 
helped the treasure searchers until 12 
years ago, and then one day, when 
Bates Huntsman was watching him, he 
plowed .up a heavy chest. He said that 
Huntsman took possession of the chest 
and said it must be opened by a third 
person and divided. For the last 12 
years, Anderson asserts, he has been 
urging Huntsman to make a division. 

fiearing Taken Most Seriously. 

A preliminary hearing in this part of 
the country is taken most seriously.

Fully half of the spectators were 
women, many of them with babies in 
their arms, and time after time last 
night the taking of testimony was 
stopped while a yelling half-suffocated 
infant was being removed. 

Farmers Camp Out in Storm. 

Hundreds of farmers and their fami- 
lies who braved the almost impassable 
roads to get to the trial yesterday morn- 
ing, camped out during the storm last 
night, in their wagons or in any shel- 
tered spot they @ould find. Every spare 
room in town is occupied and a score of 
show girls who managed to reach town 
upon a work train late at night were 
forced to sleep aboard the caboose. No 
regular trains have been reaching town 
since Saturday and the throng is ex- 
periencing some trouble in getting food, 
while war prices prevail.

mentioned frequently in connection with 
the alleged murders, arrived here today. 
She said she would testify for the de- 
fense in’ the Bates Huntsman hearing. 
She also is a sister of Mrs. Porter. 


‘Sister Contradicts- Mrs. Porter. 

Mrs. Benson, whose home is in Dover, 
Ok., declared that there had been no 
Killing on the Siam farm at the time 
Mrs. Marie Collins Porter, her sister, 
gave in her testimony last night; that 
there had been no secret cave; that she 
had never heard of any buried treasure 
and that she never knew of a band of 
Tavlor County outlaws. 

Concerning the killing of Jonathan 
Dark, Mrs. Benson said he did not 
come to their home in Missouri for the 
purpose of killing Maria Collins, but 


large tracts of land near Kansas City that he had objected to her other sister, 


Mattie Collins, going with a certain man. 
Mattie, fearing he intended to do her 
bodily harm, shot him down. Mattie 
Collins, Mrs. Benson said, was afterward 
tried and acquitted at Quitman, Mo., on 
the ground of insanity. 

Mrs. Benson said she had not seen her 
sister, Mrs. Porter, for 25 years, and 
could not understand why she had gone 
on the stand and testified as she did. 

Until Mrs. Porter began to testify last 
night, it had been alleged that the two 
murders charged and the burial of the 
$90,000 took place 47 years ago. . The 
dates‘she gave in her testimony quick- 
ly developed that there was an error of 
cight years’in the date, 1868, given in the 
information filed in the case. She ex- 
plained this by saying she had refused, 
when first questioned, to tell the law- 
yers her exact age, saying it’ was nene 
of their business, and they had been 
obliged to guess at dates. The date is 
now fixed. at 1876. 

Mrs. Porter was admitted by counsel 
on both sides to have made a remarka- 
ble witness. She is a little woman, 55 
vears old, with a big firm mouth and 
sparkling gray eyes. Her memory re- 
garding scenes and acquaintances of her 
childhood appears to be remarkably 
clear and her story of the murder was 
unshaken by a long cross-examination 
lasting until midnight. 

When asked if she knew Bates Hunts- 
man, the first of the defendants up for 
a hearing, she replied: ‘I would know 
nim anywhere. I don’t forget those eyes 
of his.’’ 

Names Seven Men. 

After telling of several farms upon 
which ber parents lived, she said she 
was 15 years old when they moved to 
the Collins farm, near Siam,@n Taylor 
County.

“I do not know the time, as. we had 
no clock,”’ she continued, ‘“‘but I went 
to a passageway that separted the two 
rooms of our log house and I saw some 
men carrying a quilt, in which wa@ the 
body of a man, with the legs dangling.

“Dr. Huntsman took hold of the man’s 
wrist and said: ‘Old Than is done for. 
That old stiff will never tell anything 
on us..’”’ 

She was asked how close the men 
were to her, and, pointing dramatically 
to the defendant, Huntsman, seated 
about ten feet distant, she exclaimed: 
“As close as Uncle Bates, there.” 

She said that all the men she had be- 
fore named were in the group and all 
were holding the quilt excepting the 
Damewood boys, who were with an ox 
team alongside. 

She added: “I heard them say: ‘We 
can’t leave him where we put the dor:

VEHICLES A DAY 


Commissioner Talbert Announc- 
es Results of Tests Made at 
Eighteenth Street. 


Director of Streets and Sewers Talbert 
announced today the results of traffic 
tests on Locust street to determine 
whether a one-way traffic system ought 
to be estabiished. Two inspectors on 
each side of Locust at Eighteenth street 
have ben keeping count of the number 
of vehicles which use this roadway. 

The tests have developed that the 
weather makes a great difference. On 
Tuesday of last week the total number 
of vehicles was 9727 and on Friday it 
was 10,09. oBth were fair Ways. On 
Wednesday, which was rainy, the total 
dropped to 7630. 

The count on Tuesday, July 6, is con- 
sidered typical of conditions on that 
thoroughfare. On that day, between 6 
a. m. and 12:30 p. mm, the street was 
used by 75 one-horse and #4 two-horse 
vehicles, 1982 private passenger autos, 189 
motor trucks and 385 jitneys, all going 
east. The westbound traffic for the 
Same time ircluded 9 one-horse and 41 
two-horse vehicles, 1084 passenger autos, 
189 trucks and 283 jjtneys. 

Traffic, in Afternoon. 

In the afternoon, the westbound traf- 
fic consisted of 92 one-horse and 242 
two-horse vehicles, 2254 passenger autos, 
491 trucks and 552 jitneys. Eastbound 
there were 62 one-horse and 21 two-horse 
vehicles, 1479 autos,¢179 trucks and 44% 
jitneys. 

The heaviest morning east-bound traf- 
ic was between 8:30 and 9 a. m., when 
336 vehicles of all kinds passed. -The 
heaviest morning westbound traffic was 
in half hour just before noon, wher 206 
passed. 

The heavicst half hour of the day was 
between 5:3) and 6 p. m., when 424 west- 
bound vehicles passed. The heavy aft- 
ernoon eastbound traffic was between 
2:30 and 3 o'clock, when the total 
reached 210. 

Between 8:30 and 9:30 a. m., ™ east- 
bound and 71 westbound jitneys passed. 
Between 5:30 and 6:30 p. m. there were 
103 eastbound and 152 westbound jit- 
neys. 

Traffic of Private Cars. 
The heaviest morning one-way traffic 


of private autos was between 8 and 9 
o'clock, when there were 477 eastbound 
cars. In the afternoon 649 westbound 
private cars passed between 5 and 6 
o'clock. 

Next week similar counts will be made 
on Pine and Chestnut streets, to deter- 
mine which can best handle the Locust 
Street surplus if a one-way traffic sys- 
tem is devised and at what hours of the 
day the one-way traffic system should 
operate. 


MRS, FLORENCE MOORE'S SUIT 
FOR BOY'S CUSTODY DISMISSED 


Judge Hennings Finds That Wellston 
Woman Should Have Sued 
Mother-in-Law. 

Judge Hennings today dismissed the 
habeas corpus suit of Mrs. Florence 
Moore of Wellston, secretary of the 
American Educational Society, against 
her father-in-law, George T. Moore, of 
Sulphur Springs, Mo., for custody of 
her child, George Allen Moore, 2 years 
old. The Judge said the evidence showed

Meantime the plaintiff and 
her husband separated and she filed 
suit for divorce. This suit was pending 
when Moore was drowned May 20. 

The defense said that the child was 
under the care of a physician and that 
its treatment would continue until next 
October. Judge Hennings said the boy 
appeared to be have been well taken 
care of. He also said the evidence 
proved that the mother would be entitled 
to her child in a suit against the person 
having actual custody.

Willlams. If convincing proof to show 
reasonable doubt of Sprouse’s guilt is 
offered to me, I may act in his behalf, 
but no such proof pas yet been offered.’ 

The Rev. E. M. Sprouse, father of the 
condemned man, died at his home in 
Kell, Ilt., about two weeks ago. Short- 
ly befors his death he wrote a letter tw 
Gov. Major, asking that clemency be 
extended to his son.

W. A. Bertmann Says Merchants 
Don’t Support Chicago-New 
Orleans Steamer. 


The steamer Steel City, of the Chicpga, 
St. Louis and Gulf Transportation Co, 
plying between New Orleans and Chie 
cago, stopped at St. Louis and East Su 
Louis yesterday and took on freight 
and passengers. W. A. Bertman, gene 
eral freight and passenger agent, an€ 
founder of the line, was aboard. 

Bertman declared that the apathy of 
St. Louis jobbers to river transportation 


‘is causing the commercial advantages of 


the city to be neglected. He said that 
on the two trips the boat has made, one 
Sast St. Louis manufacturer has given 
him more freight each time than all of 
St. Louis has both times. He received 
160 tons of freight in East St. Louis 
yesterday, and 70 tons from St. Loufs, 
The first trip he got 210 tons in East St. 
Louis and 60 tons in St. Louis, he said. 
Ocean Lines Would Join. 

Berman said that the Cunard, White 
Star and Hamburg-American Trans- 
atlantic lines are anxious to join 
with river transportation compa- 
nies and deliver freight through 
New Orleans to 8st. Louls §in- 
stead of to New York. St. Louls would 
be one of the greatest distributing points 
if its business men would wake up to 
the opportunity, he predicted. 

“It is absolutely impossible for S8t. 
Louis manufacturers to. cope with East- 
ern competitors for trade on the west 
coast,”’ Bertman said. “Everything they 
ship by rail from here to the west coast 
goes by way of New York, adding an 
extra toll of $13 a ton. But St. Louis 
merchants could ship by river to the 
gulf, through the Panama Canal and 
around to the west coast and sell at 
prices that would absolutely kill off 
Eastern competition. 

“We carry freight from St. Louis to 
New Orleans at $2 a ton less than it can 
be carried by rail. 

Reflection on St. Louis. 

“We can only take the steamer up 
the river to La Salle now, and the rest 
of the trip to Chicago is made with 
barges, but when the Dunne waterway 
is completed we will go right into Chi- 
cago with our biggest boats. Unless 
St. Louls wakes up in the meantime, 
we will make a rate from New Orleans 
to Chicago equal to the rate from Ne 
Orleans to St. Louis, because up in.

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Germany Also Ruthless 


lin Reprisals in 1870 
! Light Thrown on Present Practices

The history of the German reprisals 
im the Franco-Prussian War of 1870 
throws considerable light on the prone- 
ness of German military authority to 


lose no opportunity to resort to unusual 
practices in war, with apparent claim 
to justification. It must be remembered 
that reprisals constitute punishment of 
one man or set of men for the acts of 
another; that they are warranted in the 
laws of war as a means of abating il- 
legal practices on the part of the oppos- 


only by absolute necessity and never by 
way of revenge. Reprisals are so repug- 
nant to the conceptions of justice that 
even where tolerated the right is limited 
by the claims of humanity. 
The German Government contends 
that its war upon civilians as passen- 
gers upon British vessels is such a meas- 
ure of eprisal, intended to abate the 
British blockade of Germany. And lat- 
terly this measure has been stretched 
into an assertion of the right to sink 
without warning any and al! vessels car- 
rying contraband. These acts have 
evolved logically from the failure of the 
German Government to respond to the 
humanizing sentiments of modern civil- 
ization and particularly to that now 
universal postulate that noncombatants 
can never become the objects of hostile 
action, except in those individual cases 
where they forfeit the right to protec- 
tion by unlawful acts. 

German Reprisals in 1870. 
In 1870 France, in pursuance of estab- 
lished law, made prisoners of war of 
the crews of three German merchant- 
men. ' Bismarck demanded their libera- 
tion, threatening to use reprisals. The 
French Government replied with argu- 
ments wholly justifying their action in 
the eyes of every state except Germany, 
yet Bismarck carried out his threat 
and sent Frenchmen of local importance 
as prisoners to Bremen in a number 
equal to that of the German sailors de- 
tained in France. Today the German 
Government not only does not respec¢ 
the liberty of crews of enemy merchant- 
men, but justifies their killing with- 
out warring. 
Again, in 1870, the Germans were not 


i igatisfied with the distinctive marks iden- 


tifying the French armed forces. The 
question at that time was an open one, 
though it has eince been settled by @ 
Hague convention. In a proclamation 
the Germans declared that French sol- 
diers who were captured who did not 
possess the distinguishing marks pre- 
scribed by them would be executed, and 
in such cases, where the death penalty 
was not inflicted, they would be con- 
demned to 10 years of penal servitude. 
This procedure was reprobated 
throughout the civilized world, for if 
inadequate marks were used, it was 
under the direction of the French na- 
tional authorities; and the individual 
was wholly innocent. Personal respon- 
sibility for a crime cannot attach where 
the actor is following a course pre- 
scribed by his own Government. The 
British Government has only recently 
conformed this in its determination of 
the status of the crews of captured Ger- 
man submarines.

Here, upon the plea of protective re- 
prisals against hostile civilians, the 
Germans screened the movements of 
their troop trains with noncombatants. 
In view of this authenticated historical 
instance of the systematic use of civil- 
ians to mask military movements, it is 
difficult not to believe similar accusa- 
tions with regard to their conduct in 
the present war. Aside from the illegal 
brutality of the act, even if civilians 
did interfere with the trains, the law 
with regard to hostages denies to a bel: 
ligerent any further power than that of 
imprisonment. 

With such savage method making 
Germany conspicuous among the na- 
tions in modern history, it was rather 
to be expected that her subsequent wars 
would develop her old lack of discrimi- 
nation between combatant and noncom- 
batant and find both again the objects 
of her military action.

Reported to His Government. 
“That Ambassador Dumba came awav 
from the State Department much re- 
lieved in mird, with the conviction that 
the situation was not at all dangerous, 
is certain. He wrote a dispatch to his 
Government, reporting the conversation 
and the impressions he had gainei 
from it as to the seriousness of the 
American Government’s intentions. This 
message was shown to Ambassador 
Bernstorff, with whom the Austrian 
Ambassador was in, daily conference at 
that time. 

“The effects of the impression gained 
by the Ambassador in his talk with Mr. 
Bryan cams a few days later. Ambas- 
sador Gerard was at the Berlin Foreign 
Office, using vigorous language about 
the American position on the submarine 
issues. 

“The official with whom he was speak- 
ing suddenly interrupted with a smile 
and told him, in effect, that he knew 
Mr. Gerard was bluffing and that there 
was no need of such strong language. 

‘He notified Mr. Gerard that the Ber- 
lin Government had been informed that 
the American note was merely for home 
consumption and that all the United 
States wanted from Germany was a soft 
answer, which would make a break be- 
tween the two Governments unneces- 
sary. 

“Mm Gerard was naturally indignant 
and at once reported to Washington 
what had been said to him. His mes- 
sage was like a stick of dynamite in the 
State Department. It was this dispatch 
that Mr. Bryan had in mind when, in 
his recent statement on this subject, he 
spoke of having learned that his con- 
versation with Mr. Dumba ‘had been 
misinterpreted in Berlin.’ 

. “Ambassador Dumba was sent for by 
Mr. Bryan and was told of what had 
happened. He explained as best he 
could. Ambassador Bernstorff 

also called in. And, according to Mr. 
Bryan, the latter showed a report of 
his original conversation with the Am- 
bassador to the President, who ap- 
proved. Apologies were made all around, 
even the Berlin Foreign Office sending 
@ message expressing its regret that a 
misunderstanding had occurred. 

“It is not at all suggested that Mr. 
Bryan meant to mislead the Ambassa- 
dor. It is believed’ rather that Mr. 
Bryan wag sincerely convinced that, 
even if his views had not prevailed ‘n 
the drafting of the first note, the an- 
swer would have a larger influence 
when it came to consideration of the 
next step.”

Ashes of Composer of the Mar- 
seillaise Placed Beside Tomb 
of Napoleon. 


14.—President Foincare | 


PARIS, July 
delivered a stirring patriotic address to- 
day on the anniversary of the fall of the 
Bastile. This is a national holiday usu- 
ally given over to merry fetes. Today, 
however, was an occasion of marked s0- 


lemnity because of the war. The Pres- 
ident spoke at ceremonies which marked 
the removal of the ashes of Capt. Claude 
Joseph Rouget de Lisle, composer of the 
Marseillaise, from a grave at Choisy- 
le-Roi to its final resting place beside 
the tomb oZ Napolean. 

‘Wherever it resounds,” said Presi- 
dent Poincare, speaking at the Hotel 
des Invalides, “the Marseillaise evokes 
the idea of a sovereign nation that has 
a passion for independence and whose 
sons, all of them, prefer deliberate death 
ot servitude. 

“Tts striking notes speak the universal 
language understood today throughout 
the world. A hymn like that was need- 
ed to interpret in a war like this the 
generous thought of France. 

“Once more the spirit of domination 
menaces the liberty of the people. Our 
democracy for many long years con- 
tented itself with works of peace and 
it would have considered criminal or in- 


nourish warlike projects, notwithstand- 
ing repeated provocations and regard- 
less of surprises at Tangier and at 
Agadir, France, remained willingly si- 
lent and impassive.”’ 

President Poincare rapidly sketched 
the events in Europe leading up to the 
war, finding everywhere a deliberate 
purpose of Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary ‘‘to provoke war for their own ob-. 
jects as history will show.”’ 

Alludes to Violated Treaties. 
‘“Posterity will learn with stupefac- 
tion,’”’ President Poincare said, ‘that 
one day the German Ambassador, after 
vainly seeking to have himself insulted 
publicly by the populace of Paris, pre- 
sented, without smiling, as a cause four 
war, a fable imagined in Welhelmstrasse 
that French aviators, without anyone 
perceiving them, had gone to throw 
bombs in Nuremburg.”’ 

The President alluded to solemn treat- 
ies being torn up, to barbarous terror- 
ism of noncombatants and to science dis- 
honored in the service of savagery. 
Turning to the members of the French 
Cabinet, he said: 

‘*‘You interrogate your conscience in 
serenity, knowing that at no moment 
have we neglected a word or act which 
could serve to dissipate this war. We 
have been innocent victims of a most 
brutal aggression, methodically premed- 
itated, but since we were forced to draw 
the sword we have no right to put it 
back into the scabbard before the day 
when we shall have vindicated the dead 
and until a common victory of the allies 
shall permit us to repair the ruins and 
to restore France integrally and pre- 
vent a periodic return of the provoca- 
tions. What would tomorrow be itr a 
lame peace should ever rest upon the 
debris of our cities?’’ 

Whole Race Depends on Victory. 
The President said that France under 
such a@ peace would be at the mercy of 
her triumphant rivals. 

“There is no soldier, no citizen and no 
woman of France,’ he continued, ‘‘bui 
understands clearly that the whole fu- 
ture of the race, and not only our honor 
but our very existence depend upon the 
heavy hours of this inexorable war. 
“We have willed to win! We have the 
certainty of winning! We have as much 
confidence in our strength and in that 
of our allies as in qur right. 

“No! No! Let our enemies not de- 
ceive themselves. It is not a sign of 
u precarious peace or a disquieting fu- 
witive truce between one shertened war 
and another more terrible. It is not to 
remain exposed tomorrow to:new at- 
tacks and mortal perils that l’rance rose 
in ardent euthusiasm to the manly ac- 
cents of the ‘Marsellaise.’ Already the 
cay of glory for which the ‘Marsel- 
laine’ is celebrated illumines the hori- 
zon.”’ 

With impressive ceremony the ashes of 
Rouget de Lisle were placed in 
the Hotel des Invalides. Thousands 
stood with heads uncovered as the cof- 
fin, upon a gun carriage of the revo- 
iutionary period, passed under the Arc 
de Triomphe down the Avenue des 
Champs Elysees, across the Alexander 
Bridge to the Esplanade. 

President Poincare, all the members .of 
the Cabinet and Presidents of the Sen- 
ate and Chamber and the highest offi- 
cials of the Government marched behind 
the gun carriage. | 

Wounded Soldiers Line Wary. 
While the cortege was passing the 
hospitals in the hotels along the Avenue 
des Champs Elysees, every balcony and 
window was filled with wounded men, 
and in the dense crowds on the pave- 
ment many maimed soldiers and many 
bronzed reservists, home on leave, sa- 
luted the bier and the President cf the 
Republic in solemn silence. 

There were no cheers or manifesta- 
tions until the procession passed the 
Grand Palais, when the Republican 
Guards band struck up the “Marseil- 
laise.”” “Vive la France!"’ and ‘Vive 
lArmee!”’ shouted the crowd, in a spon- 
taneous burst of enthusiasm. 

A flotilla of aeroplanes, flying low. 
circled over the Arc de Triomphe at the 
start and followed the line of the pro- 
cession to the Hotel des Invalides.

ITJones won the 


Jones Unable to Play in 
Central Tourney Final; 
Title to Go by Default 


Hoerr, Champion, and Opponent Today of Former Title- 
Holder, Declares Match Must Be Contested Unless 
Tennis Committee Alters Its Ruling. 


afternoon’s final match of the Central States championship, the title 
will go to Roland Hoerr by default. Drummond Jones, the other finalist, 
is suffering from blistered hands and feet and says he’s not in condition 


to compete. Hoerr is ready to play. 


Jones’ unfitness has brought about a 
rather unpleasant situation. It has put 
everybody, including himself, the ten- 
nis committee and Hoerr, in an em- 
barraksing position, and latest returns 
indicate that a breach almost is un- 
avoidable. 

At his office this morning Jones made 
this statement to the Post-Dispatch: 

“After yesterday’s match my feet were 
in such condition that I’ hardly could 
walk. My hands also were blistered. 
ll admit I went into the tournament 
rather ‘soft,’ but the tournament has 
dragged out for 10 days over its original 
schedule and I’ve asked for a postpone- 
ment of the final match because of my 
condition and the precedent that in no 
important tournament is the final played 
on the day following the semifinals.

WASHINGTON, July 14—Gen. Car- 
ranza has crdered erection of a wire- 
less station at Chapultepec to insure 
constant communition between Mexic 
City and Vera Cruz. American Consu! 
Silliman at ve. Cruz 80 reported to- 
day after having been in direct com- 


munication with the Brasilian Minister 


in the capital. 

Food supplies, chiefly corn, are arriv- 
ing in Mexico City, Silliman added, and 
Gen. Gonzaies has announced that he 
will give preference to supply trains 
over troop trains. 

At a conference yesterday between the 
Brazilian Minister, the British Charge 
and representatives of the Carranza 
forces, full guarantees of protection to 
foreigners were given with the notice 
that there would be severe vur/shment 
for any infraction of the order. Consul 
Silliman also confirmed other dispatches 
from Mexico Oity that Gen. Gonzales 
had captured the waterworks which had 
been cut off by the Zapata ‘forces evac- 
uating the city. 

Another message to the State Depart- 
ment said Gen. Villa evidently had evac- 

nated Aguascalientes. There were no 
advices on the reported cApture of 
Queretaro by Villa troops. 

Gen. Carranza will issue an amnesty 
decree to Mexieans who return to the 
“true path,’ his agency here was noti- 
fied today. 


Gonzales Offers Amnesty to Mexicans 
| Who Lay Down Arma. 

MEXICO CITY, July 4#—Gen. Pablo 
Gonzales, Curranza’s commander, Has 
issued a proclamation from the suburbs 
granting amnesty to all who will lay 
down their arms within 3 days. He also 
guaranteed the lives and property of 
foreigners and Mexicans. 

So far only one foreigner is known to 
have lost his life during the fighting, 
Julian de la Traz, a Swiss, was shot 
by followers of Zapata before thev 
evacuated the city while defending his 
four daughters. He died in the Ameri- 
can hospital. . 
The Mexican City Country Club, whose 
membership is made up principally of 
Americans, again was entered by Zapa- 
ta adherents bent on looting. The build- 
ing was quickly surrounded by Car- 
ranza’s men, who killed 14 looters an4 
captured 120.

Judge Says Children of Plural}Expects to Learn From Those 
Wives May Be Legal Heirs if Indicted Who Kept the Police 
Acknowledged by Father. From. Interfering. 


_ OGDEN, Utah, July 14.—Children born 

.tto plural wives cannot be legally recog- 
mized as heirs unless they have been 
acknowledged by the father as his chil- 
dren, Judge James A. Howell ruled in 
his instructicns yesterday to the jury In 
the case of Albert Geddes, or Eccles, 
against the David Eccles estate. The 
16-year-old son of Margaret Geddes is 
endeavoring to establish heirship to the 
Eccles estute by claims that David 
Eccles was his father by a plural mar- 
riage in 1898, and that he acknowledged 
him as his son. 

Judge Howell is a Mormon, as also 
@re the plaintiff and defendants in the 
suit. The decision is considered by at- 
torneys to affect the children of all 
plural or polygamous marriages. 

This is che first construction of the 
status of children of plural marriages 
since Utah. was admitted to statehood. 
The Court held that the acknowledge- 
men need rot be public, but is binding 
ever if made confidentially.

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THE CULTURE OF PUBLIC SERVICE. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch of July 4 suggested 
the development of an American culture taking 
several leaves out of the German book and adding 
the culture of democracy. The other phases were 
thoroughness and efficiency, public service and 
the spiritual—the spirit which works not only for 
the present but for all time. 

We are making a beginning of the culture of 
public service in its best form by seeking the co- 
operation of the finest minds and the highest 
inventive genius and skill in equipping the navy 
with the most effective devices for modern de- 
fensive warfare. 

We have had a remarkable growth in public 
spirit in this country. We have had an awaken- 
ing of Americans to a better realization of their 
duties as citizens. We have always had men 
willing to give their time and labor to public 
boards without pay and we have had men of tal- 
ent who have accepted modest pay for valuable 
contributions to the public welfare. In a measure 
all fruitful work in advancing industry, com- 
merce, law, science and politics is public work 
even though it is served in large measure by self- 
ish interest. 

What we need, however, is more of the finer 
spirit which is willing to sacrifice personal to pub- 
lic interest and to devote great talents, capable 
of highly profitable production, directly to the 
public. We need the spirit that puts the public 
welfare in time of peace as well as of war above 
all other consideration, the moving cause being 
the public need. 

The plan of Secretary Daniels to organize an ad- 
visory board composed of Americans who are 
leaders in science, invention, engineering and in- 
dustrial progress to aid in developing the best 
type of naval equipment is directly in line with 
the highest culture of public service. 

Edison, who has been selected to head the 
board, has accepted the invitation with enthusi- 
asm. Among the notable men named as his as- 
sociates are Orville Wright, Alexander Graham 
Bell, John Hays Hammond Ir. and Henry Ford 

Men of this type whose genius is worth mil- 
lions for money-making purposes cannot be hired 
to serve the Government. Public salaries do not 
tempt them. But, like Edison, all of them are 
willing probably to serve the nation. They are 
capable of seeing high reward in unpaid public 
service. 

American genius is capable of the greatest 
achievement. Linked with the public service, al] 
of the activities of the Government may be 
brought to a remarkable state of efficiency. 

In developing the spirit of public service we 
may also contribute to thoroughness and effi- 
ciency in government work and to the spiritual 
welfare of the people by equipping democracy 
with the means to defend liberty and the ideals 
and institutions of the great republic which ex- 
emplifies government of, for and by the people. 
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‘‘OLD GRIMES IS DEAD.’’ 

By the news from Jersey County, IIl., we per- 
ceive that the old rhyme has come true—do you 
recall it? ' 

Old Grimes is dead, that good old man; 
We ne’er shall see him more. 
He used to wear an old gréy coat 
All buttoned down before. 
There were other virtues and distinctions: 
He had no malice in his heart, 
No ruffles on his shirt 
And we remember another snatch: 
And e’er a godly race he ran, 
Whene’er he knelt to pray. 
. Jerrett Tram Grimes of Jersey County, who died 
the other day at the age of 95, had still other 
distinction. He was “the first white man born” 
in Jersey County. He died in the farmhouse in 
which he was born, and had never lived anywhere 
else—he had never been outside of Jersey County. 

One need not to have sometime been to Paris, 
France, or even Paris, Ill., to lead a contented, 
happy and successful life. One need not be a globe- 
trotter to be interesting to the neighbors. All 
of the inhabitants of Jersey County afféctionately 
gathered around Mr. Grimes on his last birthday. 
Everybody misses him now, and rightly. It is 
not every man who will stay put, not every friend 
who can be counted on to be “right there” 
always when you have need of him. The Lord 
knew where to find Jerrett Tram Grimes when it 


came time to call him. 
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A JOB FOR CITY FOLK. 
Morris Llewellyn Cooke, Philadelphia’s Director 
of Public Works, warns American city folk that, 
while they are taking for granted a rapid slide 
of public utilities into public ownership during the 
next few years, with consequent lower rates and 
better service, the owners of these properties are 
intrenching themselves so stoutly that their dis- 
lodgement will be a tremendous task. Mr. Cooke 
(in a pamphlet reprint of lectures embodying his 


researches and conclusions) asserts that: 

Gas, electric and street railway interests 
throughout the United States have perfected 
organizations which are prepared unitedly to 
oppose a local demand for municipalization 
of such properties at any point in the country. 

That these organizations embrace not only 
the utility properties but the huge corpora- 
tions engaged in supplying them with equip-. 
ment and the powerful investment banking 
interests that market their securities and in 
@ very large measure control their fiscal 
policy. 

That “a small group of financiers and pro- | 
moters, and their banking agents, provide for 
the public, almost ready made, not only se- 
curities but public opinion, laws, machinery 
and even technical experts.” 

That co-operation between the cities “must 
provide for each the support which each pri- 
vate company receives from the league of pri- 
vate interests.” | 
“The drift toward municipal ownership in all 
parts of the country is,” he says, “unmistakable” 
—meaning the drift of public opinion favorable to 
it. But, in his judgment, the owners of the util- 
itfes, with admirable business foresight, are so 
fortifying their interests, through organization, 


control of engineering societies, more or less secret 


propaganda in press and college, and otherwise, 
that fair regulation, or municipalization on fair 
terms of any plant in any American city, becomes 
each year a more difficult task. 

He says that of the $8,000,000,000, in round num- 
bers, of utility securities now issued, almost half 
represent water; yet that upon the whole amount 
the owners draw larger dividends, with far less 
risk, than are enjoyed in any other large group

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EKEEPING SCORE ON THE COLONELS.

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THE LA FOLLETTE SEAMAN’S LAW. 

The Pacific shipping interests and the South- 
ern Pacific §ailroad are being ably backed up 
by some of the leading newspapers in the attempt 
to repeal the La Follette seaman’s act, which was 
passed, after a crusade on the part of friends of 
American seamen, in order to bring about just 
conditions of employment on ships engaged in 
commerce on the Pacific Ocean. 

Although the act does not take effect until Nov. 
4. it is claimed that the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Co. and other lines employing Asiatics will be 
compelled to go out of business, and that Pacific 
trade will fall into the hands of the Japanese. 
The American ship owners claim that the effect 
of the law will be to.-compel them to employ 
white seamen, who demand and expect about four 
times what the Chinese and Japanese sailors are 
Willing to accept as wages. 

President Andrew Furuseth of the International 
Seaman’s Union, who was largely instrumental in 
bringing about the passage of the law, asserts that 
the statement that the Pacific Mail will go out of 
business is untrue and is being circulated for its 
political effect. One of the provisions of the law 
is that all seamen employed shall be able to un- 
derstand commands of officers in English. This, 
evidently, is a ‘safety first” provision, irrespective 
o: its effect upon the nationality of seamen. But, 
Furuseth says, the Pacific Mail Co. is busy edu- 
cating its Asiatic sailors in the comparatively few 
English words used in giving commands for a 
ship’s control and governance. If this is so, it 
will, to that extent, obviate the necessity for 
changing an entire crew from yellow to white. 
And it is a well known fact that Japanese, at least, 
are very quick to learn a great deal of useful En- 
glish. 

President Wilson and his advisors will undoubt- 
edly do nothing that will prevent this act from 
accomplishing its purpose of ameliorating the 
harsh conditions of American sailors on the Pa- 
cific Coast, compelled to work in competition with 
cheap Asiatic labor. Some amendment may be 
necessary, but the law should not be stripped 
of its power to protect American sailormen at the 
behest of the Pacifig shipping trust. 
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SOME NEW LANGUAGE. 

An alienist, testifying in the Thaw matter, 
gave it as his opinion that the subject of inquiry 
suffers from “paranoia or constitutional inferior- 
ity with a paranoiac trend.” This sounded 80 
convincing that matters would have gone hard 
with the prisoner, no doubt, if the alienist had 
not qualified it on cross-examination. He ex- 
plained that he didn’t know what it meant but 
had used the language because it was new. 

New language is a dangerous thing to monkey 
with if you don’t know exactly what it means. In 
the case in point the alfenist would have done 
better to stick to the familiar want of universal 
unity of apperception, the well-worn non compos, 
plain crazy or popular nutty, instead of convicting 
himself. Any man who doesn’t know what he is 
talking about will hoist himself by his own petard, 
and the alienists will wind up by hanging them- 
selves for the murder of Stanford White if they 
are given enough rope. 
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Is this Mr. Bryan who virtually urges us to ac- 
cept Germany’s dictation as to when and how 
we shall navigate the same Mr. Bryan who used to 
exclaim in 1896: “Without the aid and consent

OUR MEAT EXPORTS. 


From the Indianapolis News. 

During the last few years it has been repeat- 
edly declared by experts and those in atthority 
that we had ceased to be a meat exporting na- 
tion and had become a meat importing nation. 
Some shipments of meat from across the South- 
ern seas had been received with great enthusi- 
asm and a feeling of relief that, after all, we 
were not likely to starve to death as long as we 
rad money. But the war has changed all that. 
Not only are we a meat exporting nation but we 
are exporting on a large scale. During the ll 
months of the war we exported $15,363,225 worth 
of fresh beef. During the corresponding f1 
months a year previous our fresh beef exports 
amounted to $710,789. Canned beef increased 
from $424,375 a year ago to $10,708,457 There 
were also large increases in other meats and 
meat products. All this shows, of course, that 
we are wholly equal to rising to an emergency, 
sc perhaps when the war is over and normal 
conditions return, we shall find that we were 
not so helpless in the way of supplying ourselves 
with meat as some people had feared. 


BOISE’S HOT WATER. 


om the Technical World. 

Boise, Idaho, has all the hot water it wants for 
every purpose at no expense except for the pip- 
ing. There are natural artesian wells just out- 
side the city at the foot of a range of hills which 
furnish more hot water than can be used, water 
at a temperature of 172 degrees. A vast city 
swimming tank with electric lights at the bottom 
has been built there. The water is cooled to the 
proper bathing temperature and here the whole 
town bathes. The hot water is piped to heat 
buildings and residences, and for use for every 
purpose that such water may be wanted. The 
city streets are sprinkled with hot water, chief- 
ly because there is none other handy. The prob- 
lem in Boise is to make artificial ice to cool the 
water sufficiently fer drinking purposes. Of 
course, there is cold water, but the hot variety 
ia the more plentiful. The wells are 400 feet 
deep and the supply is so great that truck farms 
are irrigated from them. The waste product 
helps the dam itn Snake River which generates 
power for electric light and eupplies cold as well
